in 1832 by the Most Rev. Richard 
Whately, D.D., Archbishop of Dublin 
(formerly Professor of Political Economy 
at Oxford), who paid the annual stipend 
of the post out of his own pocket until his 
death in 1865, it has been held by many 
famous men. The first holder, Dr. 
Mountiford Longfield, made important 
contributions to the theory of economics, 
and actually anticipated the famous 
‘““marginal value’’ theory. His Works 
have had the unusual distinction of being 
reprinted in the London School of 
Economics series of ‘‘Scarce Tracts im 
Social and Political Science.’’ His suc- 
cessor was Isaac Buit, the famous Home 
Ruler, who, like other Trinity patriots, 


was responsible for the inauguration 
of a great political movement. Other 
holders of the Chair were Dr. James 


Slattery, who became President of Queen’s 
College, Cork, and Dr. J. A. Lawson, who 
beeame Judge of the Common Pleas. . Mr. 
James Johnston Shaw, M.A., who held the 
Chair in 1877, afterwards was appointed a 
County Court Judge—legal and economic 
studies being pursued together in those 
day Ss. 


Former Occupants. 


Possibly the two most famous occupants 
of the Chair have been. John Elliott 
Cairnes, M.A, (from 1856 to 1861), and 
Professor Cliarles Francis Bastable, L1..D., 
F.B.A., who only recéntly vacated the 
post. Cairnes wrote the ‘‘ Slave Power ”’ 
in 1862—a book which has been described 
as “‘the most powerful defence of the 
cause of the Northern States of America 
ever written.” He exercised great influence 
upon public opinion and upon important 
public issues, and at the death of John 
Stuart Mill, in 1873, was recognised as 
the foremost living British economist, 
especially as his best-known book, “Some 
Leading Principles of Political Economy 
Newly Explained,’’ was published in the 
following vear, . Professor Bastable, who 
is, Í hear, enjoying the best of health in a 
well-merited retirement, was appointed to 
the Chair in 1882, and in 1912 was given 
a life tenure of the professorship, which

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DUBLIN ROTARY CLUB 
LECTURE. 


man anma 


R. REGINALD KEATINGE, 0.B.E., 
M gave his fellow-members of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday an interesting 
aceount of the fuundation of the Rotunda 
Hospital, with special reference to the decora- 
tion of the chape: ot the institution. 

Mr. P 'T. Montferd presided. 

The hospital was built in the year 1751 by 
Dr. Bartholomew Mosse, whe was the son ol 
the Rector of Maryborough, where he was 
born in 1712. : 

Mr. Keatinge gave a brief sketch of the 
early career of Dr. Mosse, and read extracts 
from correspondence that passed between Dr. 
Mosse and an Italian artist, M. Cipriami, in 
London one hundred and seventy-six years 
ago in relation to the decoration of the chapel. 
In the first letter from Dr Mosse he sug- 
gested that the subject of the painting on the 
ceiling should be the Nativity of Our Saviour, 
and those for the shields, such as Abrahar 
offering up his son Isaac, Pharaoh’s daught 
taking Moses out of the bullrushes, etc 
Cipriani wrote back stating that, whether his 
sketch was approved of or not, he would 
have forty guineas for it. The Jetter con- 
tinnes :—'‘ If you should approve of it, we 
shall then treat about the sum that I shall 
expect for my coming to Dublin and painting 
the things according to my sketch, and then 
will give me leave to be so 
tell you with: honest 
freedom that I shall insist upon having the 
money to be agreed upon insured here in 
London. Was 1 a great and rich man I 
sliould not be scrupulous, but as I must live 
by my pencil I must make sure of my mer- 
chandise and sell it in a mercantile manner. 
I forewarn you likewise that I will have no 
superintendent to my work, and will not be 
under the least control. This winter, then, 
if you agree to it, 1 shall make the sketch, 
and after having been paid. for it, one-half 
before I begin and the other half when I 
shall be done, I shall send it to you; and in 
case it gives satisfaction, and the sum be 
agreed upon for the whole work, I shall set 
out next spring for Ireland to do it.” 


ITALIAN HUMOUR, 


Dr. Mosse agreed to these conditions, and 
in his letter of October 20th, 1758, he wrote: 
“As. this Chapel is intended only for 
Protestant worship I wogld have the painting 
entirely free from any SB rstitsons or Popish 
representation.” 

Cipriani, in reply, wrote: “ I almost forgot 
to tell you that you shall have no other 
Popery in your picture than the Nativity of 
Our ,Saviour,.and. as I am pretty sure that 
the Pope shall never set foot in Ireland, so 
you may be confident that my picture will 
never contribute to the enlargement of His 
Holiness’s jurisdiction.’’ i 

The sketch, continued Mr. Keatinge, was 
finished, and after the death of Dr. Mosse, in 
February, 1759, his executors, for the honour 
of his memory, wrote to Cipriani for it, and 
offered to pay the remaining twenty guineas, 
but the painter did not choose to part with it, 
so the hospital was thus deprived of the last 
memento of the doctor’s refined taste in 
works of art. If this work had been carried 
out, a very remarkable addition would have 
been made to the many works of art, of which 
Dublin was the proud possessor. 

At the age of 51 years, said Mr. Keatinge, 
Dr. Mosse settled in Dublin, and opened an 
hospital for poor lying-in women in George's 
lane, facing Fade street. The demand for 
beds grew so rapidly that in 1748 Dr. Mosse 
purchased ground in Great Britain street (now 
Parnell street), on which he erected the exist- 


ing building, which cost over £20,000. 
A FORMER “SWEEP.” 


He raised the money by the promotion of 
lottery schemes. He continued to raise 
money on his own credit, but was harassed 
by stories spread about by his enemies. When 
he went to London in 1753 they reported that 
he had absconded for debt and would not 
return. He replied vigorously by laying 
before the public a statement of which many 
copies were distributed both in 
London and in Dublin. In 1756 Parliament 
made him a grant of £6,000 towards his great 
project, and a further grant of £6,000 was 
made by Parliament in 1757, together with 
£2,000 to Dr. Mosse as a reward for his 
efforts. In 1756 the hospital was opened bv 
the Duke of Bedford, Lord Lieutenant, and 
52 poor women were admitted. Since then 
the hospital’s services are fully recognised and 
appreciated by the whole Irish community. 

Mr. George O’Connor expresesd the appre- 
ciation of the Club for the interesting lecture 
to which they had listened with pleasure. 


Although the hospital building was out of | 
| date, the Chapel was a beautiful piece of 


work. Dublin undoubtedly was rich in 
eighteeenth century architecture. The build- 
ings were externally imposing, but the real 
beauty was in the inside of the houses.

Others may 
remember how on one occasion when he 
was broadcasting he exceeded his allotted 
time, and kept his listeners in terror; for 
they know this is a deadly sin at Broadcast- 
ing House. However, to-night from 8.30 
to 9 has been given over to Shaw, and 
“ Whither Britain?!” and listeners will 
hear for themselves how it is filled in. 

It is remarkable how in the world of 
song we remember the singer, we remember 
the composer of the music, we even 
remember the words ; but, how often do we 
know, or even trouble to find out, who 
wrote them? Listeners may be surprised 
to find how many of our best and really 
well known songs were written by the 
same man, and that his name is Edward 
Lockton ; further, that, his words have been 
set to music by such composers as Tosti, 
Eric Coates, Sir Landon Ronald, Leonca- 
vallo, Easthope Martin, 
Cowen and many others.

Boredine was one of the 
Russian composers of the middle of the last 
century, whose work had 2s much influence 
on musical development as had Tchekoy on 
literature. His Quartet, which is somewhat 
familiar at these recitals, is immensely in- 
teresting, and “listening to its performance 
one s mind is inevitably directed to the 
immense’ resources of Russia. Borodine has 
caught innumerable threads from this vast 
field and woyen them into a delightful work. 
it is set with splendid understanding of the 
quartet form, the ensembles are well chorded, 
and in turn the instruments are allowed op-

standing was the exquisite Notturne. The 
‘cello solo was a lovely bit of singing, with 
a beautiful rhythm, before the quartet swept 
on to the development of a movement with a 
haunting exotic chirm.

ROME AND THE TOURIST. 


——— 


LECTURE BY MISS O. PURSER. 


“ Rome and the Tourist, 1933,” was the 
subject of a lecture by Miss QO. Purser, M.A., 
delivered yesterd:y in the Graduates’ Memo. 
rial Building, Trinity College, Dublin, under 
the auspices of the Dublin University Women 
Students’ Bursary Fund fer Distressed Ladies. 

Dr. Goligher, F.T.C.D., presided. There 
was a large audience. ; 

Miss Purser, in the course of her lecture. 
which was illustrated with interesting lantern 
slides. said that the first and mest lasting 
impression of Rome was its sétting of extreme 
natural beauty. She had been impressed by 
the good looks and the good humour of the 
people. In all its grandeur and the enormous 
scale of the Roman buildings, both pagan and 
Christian there were open spaces everywhere 
in which the poor could enjoy the sun. There 
were some five hundred thurches in Rome, 
and at least a hundred of them presented ob- 
jects of special interest. ‘The Italian State had 
devoted time, energy and. money to what 
in other countries was léit to private enter- 
prise and to scholars of meagre resources. 
One could not but realise the continuity of 
life and history in Rome, 

Referring to tourist experiences, the lec- 
turer said that prices in Italy for imported 
articles were always very dear. Sugar ran 
to a shilling per ib., tea 10s. per lb., and 
coffee, which was a favourite drink with 
Italians, was up to ós. 6d. per Ib. On the 
other hand, home commodities, such as 
cheese and hread, were moderate in price. 
while wine was ridiculously cheap. One could 
get a litre of wine, she did not know of what 
quality, for the same price as was paid for a 
banana. 

The lecturer said that the newspapers in 
Rome were colourless and filled up wath 
Government speeches. The popular reading 
seemed to consist of transiations of French 
and English novels, and the most popular 
author appeared to be Mr. P. G. Wodehouse

HOSPITAL.

BALROTHERY BOARD'S 
PROPOSAL. 


At a meeting of the Balrothery Board of 
Assistance yesterday a letter was received 
from the egineer, Mr, F, P. Russell, in 
regard to the proposed building of a cottage 
hospital in the district. He suggested that 
a meeting should be called of district medical 
efficers to look into the whole question. 

Councillor P. J. Fogarty said that the 
meeting should be held jointly with the 
Board. He thought that they should be : "le 
to get a grant for a hospital, such as had 
been given in other cases. The scheme would 
be a saving to the ratepayers, especially 11 
they were able to get assistance from uhe 
sweepstakes. They should get together and 
prepar> a scheme at once, and tell the 
Minister that a district hospital was needed 
in North County Dublin. 

The Chairman, Mr. H. M, Dardis, said 
that such a ‘hospital was certainly needed. 
The Dublin hospitals were overcrowded, and 
he knew cases where it had not been possible 
to deal quickly with patients from outside 
the city. 

Mr. Fogarty—That is happening every day 
of the week.

quarters that the Council would have to 
be convened because it would be undesir- 


| able to wait till the next regular session 


in May. 

Paragraph 2 of Article 11 states :—‘‘ It 
is also declared to be the friendly right 
of each member of the League to bring to 
the attention of the Assembly or of the 
Council any circumstance whatever affect- 
ing international relations which threatens 
to disturb international peace or the good 
understanding between nations upon which 
peace depends.”’ 

The fact, however, that Dr. Dollfuss has 
successfully weathered January 30th, the 
first anniversary of the Hitler Chancellor- 
ship, which was to have been signalised by 
a special effort of Nazi propaganda in 
Austria,, may encourage Dr. Dollfuss to 
postpone use of his new power indefinitely. 


BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 

Reuter understands that throughout the 
visits which the Austrian Minister, Baron 
Franckenstein, has been paying to the 
Foreign Office the British Government has 
in no sense acted in an advisory capacity. 
The view that the dispute is purely an 
internal Austrian affair has never been 
relaxed. 

Meanwhile a _ troubled situation has 
arisen in Tyrol, following friction between 
the local Heimwehr and the provincial 
administration. 

The latest move of the Tyrolese Heim- 
wehr has been to induce the Governor to 
accept the appointment of an ‘‘ advisorv 
committee’’ at the headquarters of the 
Provincial Government. 

After telephonic conversations with the 
principal political leaders in Innsbruck in 
order to test the gencral feeling,, Dr. 
Dollfuss to-night invited the Governor of 
Tyrol and representatives of the individual 
parties to meet, him in Vienna after his 
return from his visit to Budapest on 
Friday.

Challenge to Faith. 


The National Socialist Party in 
Germany has flung a new challenge at 
the Christian Churches, It has appointed 
Herr Alfred Rosenberg as supervisor of 
the Party’s ‘‘entire intellectual and 
philosophical schooling.’’ In other words, 
as the Berlin Correspondent of 
The Times tells us, Herr Rosenberg hence- 
forward. will mould the minds of the 
2,500,000 Storm Troopers, and of the 
miilions of “ Hitler Youth’’ who, as a 
result of the Reich Primate’s recent 
command, have absorbed the juvenile 
Church organisation, with its 700,000 
members. ‘The man to whom such vast 
responsibility has been entrusted is the 
author of ‘‘ Mythology of the 'lwentieth 
Century ’’—the Bible of Germany’s new 
‘“Aryanism.’? In this book Dr. Rosen- 
berg advocates openly the heathenising, 
or “ Wagnerising,’’ of German Chris- 
tianity.

It will be resisted 
fiercely in Germany. The faith and 
courage of the six thousand Protestant 
pastors remain unshaken; and at his 
investiture last week Dr. Bares, the 
new Roman Catholic Bishop of Berlin, 
laid particular stress on his loyalty to 
the Bible. We cannot believe that Herr 
Hitler has counted the cost of the 
German State’s latest and wildest adven- 
ture. Faith is a deeper issue than 
disarmament, and a Christian world still 
can invoke the dreadful sanctions of 
spiritual interdict. 
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Borrowed Plumes. 


Scotland’s manufacturers of tartans 
and plaids seem to have a _ legitimate 


grievance. Surely they can lay valid claim 


| to a monopoly of wares so nationally dis- 


tinctive, so racy of the soil. The indefatig- 
able industrialists of continental Europe, 
think otherwise. Recently the 
regimental band of the Black Watch 
visited Helsingfors, the capital of Finland. 
The people of Helsingfors, allured by its 
picturesque trappings, have rushed to deck 
themselves in tartans and plaids; but the 
Scottish manufacturers are not enjoying 
any particular increase of business in 
consequence. Switzerland and some other 
countries have been supplying the Finnish 
market with tartan goods, which, if inferior 
in quality, range of colour and accuracy 
of design to the genuine produce of Scot- 
land, are yet sufficiently good to cheat the 
undiscerning eye. Perhaps, the Scottish 
manufacturers of tartans and plaids will 
seek injunctions in foreign courts, follow- 
ing the example of the Scottish and 
English distillers, who have won their case 
in Germany. ‘‘ Whisky,’’ the German 
courts have ruled, is a term for spirits 
peculiar to England and Scotland, and 
German imitations must not be sold under 
the attractive name.

BIG INCREASE IN 
JANUARY.

An increase of 164,989 in the number of 
unemployed is shown in the British 
Ministry of Labour return for January, 
iksued last night. This is the first sub- 
stantial increase in unemployment since 
January of last year. Beginning with 
February, 1933, the official figures had 
shown an improvement in employment 
month by month. Compared with last 
year, however, the January figures show 
a reduction of 513,997. 

The return mentions that a sharp rise 
it, the birth-rate in the latter part of 1919 
was responsible for an unusually large 
number of children reaching the school- 
leaving age at the end of the last quarter. 
The last quarter of 1919 showed an 
increase of 58,000 in the number of births 
in Great Britain compared with the 
previous quarter. 

The increase of 164,989 in the numbers 
of unemployed compares with the foliow 
ing increases in the month of Januare 
over December in previous years :—1935, 
‘180,000; 1932, 218,000; 1931, 185,000; 
1930, 188,000; 1929, 155,000. 

The Ministry of Labour states that- it is 
estimated that at Januarv 22, 1934, there 
were approximately 9,874,000 insured 
persons, aged: 16-64, in employment in 
Great Britain. This was.134,000 less than 
a month before, but 649,000 more than a 
year before. 

A considerable part of the decline in 
employment during. the past month 
occurred in certain industries which 
normally show a falling off in January, 
including the distributive trades, tailoring, 
printing and  book-binding, the 
boarding-house, road transport, dock and 
harbour services, and the building in- 
dustry. In addition, there was a decline 
in employment in the cotton, woollen, and 
worsted and hosiery industries, and also,

A New Telephone. 


A “loud speaker telepho: 
developed at the Post Office Resear 
Station, which may change the nature of 
the present-day telephone instrument com 
pletely. It will enable the user to speak 
from two yards away from the muicro- 
phone, and to receive an answer over the 
loud speaker, exactly as if t'.e other person 
were in the room.

HE Free State Minister for Agriculture 
has announced that the Government 
intend to introduce at a very early. date 

a bili for the regulation and control of tobacco- 
growing this season, 
It is proposed to take power :'— 

(a) To limit the total area of tobacco 
to be grown in the Saorstat this season; 

(bh) To restrict the number of giowers, 
and probably confine the issue of licences 
to a certain class of grower ; 

(c) To prescribe the maxmnm and 
minimum area that may be allocated to 
individual growers ; ' 

(d) To control and regulate the sale of 
tobacco seed with a view to providing 
that only such varieties of tobacco may be 
grewn in the Saorstat as will produce the 
most suitable types and classes of leaf for 
the trade; 

(e) To prescribe the conditions under which 

tobacco will be cured and rehandled, and 

to regulate the sale and price of home- 


absorption of the crop by manufacturers. 


SAME AREA AS LAST YEAR. 


Questioned as to the area of tobacco which 
will be permitted under the new legislation, 
the Minister for Agriculture mentioned that 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of 750 acres 
were grown last season, and, while he would 
not mention a definite figure in regard to 
the area for the coming season, he clearly 
intimated that it would bear a fairly close 
relation ‘to last season’s area, 

As regards the price which would be pro- 
vided under the bill, the Minister intimated 
that the average price for sound rehandled 
tobacco will probablv be in the neighbourhood 
of 1s. 3d. per Ib., which would represent about 
Is. per lb. to the grower. He siated in 
this connection that a grower who succeeds 
in producing leaf of high quality would, 
under the arrangement contemplated by the 
bill, obtain a somewhat higher price; but 
that, on the other hand, a grower who pro- 
duces—-either because it is badly saved or 
because it is of unsuitable variety—tobacco 
of poor quality will almost certainly receive 


a lesser price than ls. per lb. 
MUST HAVE LICENCE, 


It was definitely stated that the growing 
of tobacco te any extent whatever would be 
prohibited, except under licence. 


Licences will be issued by the Revenue 
Commissioners; but, in view of the Govern- 
ment’s intention to restrict the acreage and 
control the industry, as set out above, any 
licences issued prior to the passing of the 
necessary legislation must be regarded as 
provisional. 

It was suggested that all persons who 
desire to grow tobacco should apply to the 
Revenue Commissioners for a _ provisional 
licence before March Ist.

MR. BALDWIN’S APPEAL. 


Mr. Baldwin, at the Mansion House, 
London, last night, made a final appeal in 
aid of the Foundling Hospital Site Fund. 
Referring to the danger of the roads, he 
said :—-It will be possible to walk in White- 
hall on a Sunday without being killed ; it 
will not be possible to do that in the 
country. The natural playing-ground in 
former days was the streets. It is about as 
safe to play in the streets to-day as it is 
on the main line of the North-Western 
Railway. 

He asked those who were able to go by 
car to the country to remember the 
children, and added: London traffic dies 
away on Sunday, it. is true, but I want 
fresh air for these children on seven days 
a week. Sunday in London is a day of 
peace, and that is why I stay there at this 
time of the year. 

Referring to the wider world, Mr. 
Boldwin said: We statesmen are leading a 
very arduous existence at the present 
moment, because the whole world is like a 
kaleidoscope, turning round and round on 
every conceivable kind of question, falling 
into pieces and re-forming and shuffling all 
the time. We have all the anxiety and the 
worry of not knowing what is going to 
happen, and of getting ready for what 
suddenly, unexpectedly, is being done in 
another country. It does not affect the 
man in the street. There are people to 
whom these fluctuations of dollars and of 
francs mean prosperity. It is very odd, 
but it is so. It does not mean prosperity to 
me or to the children. 

Mr. Baldwin then suggested that those 
who had benefited by such fluctuations 
should give a donation to the Appeal Fund, 
and dedicate it to the Brain Trust of 
America, 

The Marquess of Crewe read a letter from 
the Queen's Private Secretary, sending 
£50 to the Fund. ‘I am to express not 
only Her Majesty’s deep interest in this 
great scheme,’’ said the letter, “ but also 
her warm sympathy with its aims and 
objects.”

Our Belfast correspondent writes :— 
The new British cruiser Penelope, which 
is to be built at Belfast by Messrs, Har- 
land and Wolff, Ltd., will revive a name 
long associated with the Navy. ‘The vessel 
will be laid down as soon as possible, and 
the work of construction will occupy from 
two to three years. It is expected that 
the expenditure on the Penelope in Bel- 
fast will amount to upwards of £1,000,000, 
apart from the cost of imported materials. 

The 1933 Naval estimates provided for 
the construction of four cruisers—one ol 
7,000 tons displacement, of the Leander 
type, and three of the Arethusa type, 
each of about 5,200 tons displacement, It 
is one of the latter class that has been 
allotted to Belfast; the other two— 
Minotaur and Polyphemus—have not yet 
been allocated, but they will not be built 
in Belfast, | 

Belfast shipbuilding circles express 
much satisfaction at the placing of the 
order. The present is the first Naval con- 


shipyards since the War, and it is hoped 
that it will be followed by others. 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff got occa- 
sional contracts for battleship machinery 
before 1914, and during the War they 
did a great amount of Naval work at their 
Belfast and Govan yards. Their principal 
ship of the War period—the Glorious, of 
25,000 tons displacement—was laid down 
‘in March of 1915, and completed in Jan- 
uary, 1917. The Glorious, now an air- 
ship carrier, is said to have cost nearly

The House of Commons to-day resumed 
consideration of the Unemployment Bill in 
Committee. On Clause 15, which makes pro- 
vision for authorised courses of instruction 
and training, and for payment of allowances 
to persons attending such courses, Mr, W. G. 
Cove (Labour) moved the first of a series of 
amendments to make it the duty of an 
education authority to submit to the Board 
of Education proposals for the provision of 
courses of instruction for persons under 18 
who have no work or cnly part-time or inter- 
mittent work. He estimated that in 1937 
there would be over 400,000 more unemployed 
juveniles between the ages of 14 and 18 than 
there are at present. 

Sir Henry Betterton (Minister of Labour) 
thought that the amendment went, further 
than was necessary, because it would make it 
obligatory on every local authority to submit 
proposals for instruction centres whether or 
not there were any unemployed boys or girls 
in their area. He admitted that the clause 
as it stood was a little vague, and said that 
if the hon. member would put down an 
amendment on the report stage to .nake it 
clear that proposals should be submitted 
wherever the Minister thought necessary, it 
would be favourably considered. With re- 
gard to the raising of the school age, there 
was nothing ir the bill which would prejudice 
the question. one way or the other.  In- 
structional centres served a very useful pur- 


} pose, and the Government were determined 


to extend them to include, as far as practic- 
able, every boy and girl who desired to attend 
them. By making it obligatory upon local 
authorities to provide them, they had made a 
great advance on anything that had been done 
before. |

WASHINGTON’S CONCERN, 


There are signs, in spite of the silence 
of the Administration, that the effect— 
political and monetary—on Europe of 
recent developments of American policy 
is a matter of immediate anxiety (says 
the Washngton Correspondent of The 
Times), But events are moving in the 
domestic field toward decisions of such im- 
portance that the outer world receives com- 
paratively little attention. 

Some of the peaks above the flood of 
daily happenings can be briefly listed :— 

The Senate yesterday afternoon sat as 
a court of law to consider the case of 
William McCracken, who was Assistant 
Se@etary of Commerce in charge of 
aviation during the Hoover administra- 
tion, and who, since leaving that office, 
has been attorney for a number of the 
principal commercial air lines. 

He had been summoned as a witness in 
the committee investigation which has dis- 
closed the profiteering uses to which air 
mail subsidies have been put, and, while 
under orders to produce correspondence 
with his clients, and awaiting the decision 
of the Senate Committee as to the validity 
of his refusal on the ground of privilege, 
permitted the removal of a number of 
letters from his private office by certain of 
these clients. 


A “SCANDAL?” 


The case will be resumed on Friday, 
but behind the purely legal principles 
under debate there lurks the suspicion that 
the Senate may be within touching dis- 
tance of a scandal such as smirched the 
Harding Administration. 

Next in order of interest is the position 
of the National Recovery Administration, 
whose codes are to be considered for 
possible revision this week, and whose 
efficiency as a means of securing industrial 
re-employment is now under serious doubt. 

There has been “ price fixing ” within 
the codified industries, which aroused the 
ire of consumers and small manufacturers 
and the concern of the Government, and 
there are complaints from Labour that. 
under the demands of the codes, machines 
are again displacing the man. i 

The American Federation of Labour is 
to make a fight for a 30-hour week and 
for increased wage minima, and even 
General Johnson, head of the N.R.A., has 
conceded that a 32-hour week may be 
necessary to reduce unemployment.

NEW DELHI, Monday. 


The Cotton Tariff Bill was introduced 
into the Legislative Assembly to-day by 
Sir Joseph Bhore, the commerce member. 

The bill, which gives effect to the Indo- 
Japanese cotton agreement and_ the 
Bombay-Lancashire agreement made last 
October, comes into force at a date to be 
notified later. The protective scheme lasts 
until the end of March, 1939. 

Explaining the object of the five years’ 
protective scheme, Sir Joseph Bhore said 
that it did not follow that the rates of 
duty now imposed would be incapable of 
alteration within this period. On the 
contrary, he said, during the currency of 
the scheme two occasions would certainly 
arise when reconsideration of the duties 
would be necessary. 

In the first place, the Indo-Japanese 
agreement in respect of cotton piece-goods 
would terminate in March, 1937, and it 
would be necessary—whether a fresh agree- 
ment had been concluded or not—to deter- 
mine what level of duties would be 
appropriate thereafter. 3 

In the second place, its essence lay in 
the agreement between the Bombay Mill- 
owners’ Association and the Lancashire 
Textile Delegation. Unde: this, should 
it be possible withi. the currency of the 
agreement—namely, in the period ending 
December 31st, 1935—to remove the general 
surcharge imposed by the Indian Finance 
Supplementary and Extending Act ‘1931) 
the duties on cotton piece-gools of British 
manufacture will be reduced to a basic 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, or, in the 
case of plain greys, to three and a half 
annas per pound. 

Furthermore, on the expiry of the 
agreement the adequacy of that basic rate 
would be the subject of investigation, with 
a view to its revision if necessary. 

The bill, said Sir Joseph, exempts from 
surcharge all items which have been made 
dutiable at rates other than the general 
revenue rate of five per cent. ad valorem.

AUDITOR'S REPORT.

Mr. FE. Mac Guaigin, Local Government 
auditor, in his report on the accounts of the 
Dun Laoghaire Borough Corporation for the 
period commencing August 17, 1952, and 
ending March 31, 1933, to be submitted at 
the adjourned quarterly mecting of the Dun 
Laoghaire. Borough Corporation on Thurs- 
day next, says:— 

‘The rate struck for the service of the 
vear 1932-33 was inadequate, in so far as the 
estimate on which the rate was made con- 
tained no provision for the reduction of a 
large balance against the revenue account. I 
understand, however, that the borough 
manager is seeking the Minister's sanction 
io a short-term funding loan, equivalent to 
the debit balance as at March 31, 1935. 

‘The manner in which the capital and 
revenue moneys of the Dun Laoghaire Urban 
District Council have been intermixed for 
some years prior to the creation of the new 
borough was a departure from the provisions 
of the Public Bodies Orders, and a violation 
of the elementary principles of good book- 
keeping. An examination of the statement 
of balances will show— (a) that the ordinary 
account, which is the only working account 
with the treasurer, is overdrawn to the 
extent of £48,568, as a consequence of the 
fovegoing irregularities, and that it.still owes 
to the redemption fund account a sum of 
£33.919: and fb) that a sum of no Jess than 
£75.110 has been expended in excess of loans 
received. As it 18 the intention of the Cor- 
poration to apply part of the proceeds of the 
recent issue of Stock towards the cost 
of capital works recently executed, a 
large reduction in’ this latter sum will 
be effected, and the ordinary account will be 
in a better position to permit of drawings 


in respect of the sum due to the redemption | 


fund account. These proposed transactions 
will call for a separate account with the 
Treasurer for the receipt and payment of 
capital moneys. 

‘* Attention is directed to tha necessity for 
carrying to the redemption fund in each year 
a sum equivalent to the dividends on stock 
redeemed. 

“The various proper.-; of the Corpora- 
tion are covered by insurance policies, and 
the bonds of the officers who are required to 
give security are in order. 

“The accounts of receipts and payments 
as presented by the Borough .-\ccountant 
were carvfully prepared for audit.”

The crowd followed them, and 
witness and his two friends went down aside 
street to let them pass. A member of the 
crowd further followed them down the side 
street and a voice asked: “Are ye Blue- 
shirts.” Witness replied that. he never wore 
a blue shirt. He moved away with the 


M R. J. J. LUCK, Coroner, resumed the 


deceased man, and on reaching the Main 


street received a kick, and was then felled 
with a blow in the face. He thought 
he heard a man falling behind him. A man 
named Joe Keane then intervened and said, 
‘Hands off that man,” and helped witness 
to his home. Outside the Laurel Bar a crowd 
later collected, demanding admittance, and 
threatening to burst in the door and ‘‘ plug” 
the witness. Being refused admission, they 
went away. 

John O'Regan. national teacher, who said 
that an operation in 1927 had affected his 
memory, deposed that when accompanying 
the last witness and deceased man he heard 
no shouting or saw no crowd. He found the 
body of deceased man lying on the footpath 
of the main street. ;

.- POST OFFICE | MYSTERY. |OF NEWSAGENTS 


HE serious losses suffered by the news- 
Zz agency trade of the Free State as a 
result of the tariff on their ‘raw 
material” were revealed at the annual 
meeting last night in Dublin of the Irish 
Retail Newsagents, Booksellers and Stationers’ 
Association, | 

A. suggestion that the association should 
break its affiliation with the National Federa- 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland received 
scant support. 

The President, Mr. John F, McEnerney, 
was in the chair. 

The committee’s annual report referred to 
“the continued progress of the association 
in cll spheres,’’ It mentioned that there had 
been a considerable increase ‘in membership, 
and virtually all the principal newsagents in 
the Free State were now members, A further 
substantial increase of funds was: recorded, 
and £200 worth of savings’ certificates had 


been added to the reserve fund. Many pay- 
ments had been made under the benefit 
scheme, and the committee noted with 


pleasure that headquarters had added further 
benefits during the year. “ With the intro- 
duction of. the Budget,’’ stated the report, 
‘the trade received an additional severe set- 
back by the imposition of a tax on cross- 
Channel daily newspapers. The Minister for 
Finance was approached on the subject, but 
without satisfactory results. This tax has 
unfortunately occasioned very serious finan- 
cial loss to our members, and we regret we 
cannot see any prospect of a change at the 
moment.”’ 

During a subsequent discussion Mr, L. 
Raul suggested that they should be an Irish 
national organisation, instead of “a branch ”' 
affiliated to the National Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

Mr, D. Bridgman said that the association 
had been shown scant courtesy in its last 
approach to the Free State Government. 
Their association ran its own schemes, and 
he did not know what more could be wanted 
as regards independent control, The members 
were there as trade unionists, and politics 
should be kept out of the meeting. 

A member commented that no Irish publi- 
cations had arisen to take the place of those 


which had been ‘ tariffed out of existence.’’

J. J. Downes said that, as business 
they did not recognise political 

The Association would not approve 
of breaking away from their friends in the 
Federation in England and Northern Ireland. 

‘The Chairman, in his presidential remarks, 
said that they had now 75 per cent. of those 
engaged in the trade enrolled in the organisa- 
tion. Nearly a hundred applications wee 
received in connection with new openings, and 
of those only a small proportion were granted, 
as the districts were, in most cases, already 
amply catered for. In dealing with those 
applications. the wholesalers and . publishers 
co-operated in a most helpful manner. In a 
few instances in the city, shops that were 
refused supplies endeavoured to obtain them 
through street-sellers. 


THREAT OF ACTION. 

“I am not fully satisfied that all that is 
possible 38 being done to prevent such sup- 
plies reaching these street-sellers. If this 
practice continues it may be necessary to ask 
our members to take a certain definite and 
drastic line of action,’’ declared the President. 

The total losses for the year 1932-1933 aris- 
ing out of tariffs on the trade amounted to 
£97,016. During the past year another Severe 
set-back in the shape of a further tax on 
cross-Channel daily papers was received, with 
the result that there had been a decrease of 
between thirty and forty per cent, in the sales 
of those papers. 

In conclusion, he thanked the members of 
the committee for their assistance in carrying 
out his duties, and their organising secretary, 
Mr. J. O’C, Sullivan, whose zeal and energy 
in the interests of the association had brought 
it to its present flourishing position; and the 
circulation managers of the Irish daily news- 
papers, the representatives of the cross- 
Channel papers, and the wholesale agencies, 
for the courtesy which they had at all times 
shown to the association’s députations. 

' Mr. J. O'C. Sullivan also gave an encourag- 
ing report of his activities.

FIANNA FAIL ALLEGES 
FAVOURITISM. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Monday. 
At a meeting of South Leitrim Executive, 
Fiahna Fail, it was alleged that Civic Guards 
in Balinameore, Carrigallen. and other areas 
were discharging their duties partially, and 
that, while Blueshirts could break the law 


‘with impunity, Fianna Fail and Republican 


supporters were victimised. The discussion 
arose out of the delay in holding a promised 
inquiry into the conduct of Guards at the 
one election in 1933, when it was alleged 
anna Fail supporters were abused, Several 
speakers alleged that a Gardai barracks was 
at present the headquarters for Blueshirts, 
who could frequent it night or day; that 
Blueshirts recently assembled in licensed 
premises not entitled to open on Sunday; 
that. Civic Guards loaned their bicycles to 
Blueshirts for parade through the town, while 
Fianna Fail supporters on the streets weré 
held up, questioned and subjected to every 
insult. It was also alleged that on the night 
General O'Duffy was released from Arbour 
Hill bonfires were lighted by Blueshirts, who 
abused Fianna Fail supporters and stood out- 
side their houses challenging them, and that 
following the bank robbery at Ballinamore 
every Republican’s house from Ballinamore 
to Drumshambo was searched, and that since 
a civilian found. part of the stolen money, ne 
genuine eifort was made to trace the robbers, 
and that a member of the -force has been 
actually taking charge of Blueshirts. 

_ The meeting also condemned the manner 
in which the Courts dealt with Republicans 
as against Blueshirts, and one speaker said 
that excessive fines and jail were being im- 
posed on Republicans by judges in general, 
while Blueshirts’ offences were palliated. 

A resolution was adopted calling on the 
Minister for Justice to have a sworn inquiry 
held into the action of the Gardai in Ballina- 
more from 1931 to the present time, and 
asking that, instead of the present detec- 
tives, some of the new force replace them. 
A deputation was appointed to wait on the 
Minister in connection with the matter. 

Mr B. Maguire, T.D., said that they should 
remember that the main body of Civic Guards 
was recruited from those in opposition to 
Fianna Fail and at a time when Fianna Fail 
was not in existence, When President de 
Valera formed Fianna Fail he advocated that 
they forget. and forgive, and if the country 
was to progress there would have to be 
unity amongst the pecple. The authority of 
the State would have to be respected, and 
that authority rested in every official, The 
Opposition were always the first to create 
trouble, and, having done so, they run to 
the Guards and demand protection. It was 
better if Fianna Fail supporters recognised 
the officers of the Government and not look 
on them as unfriendly. If that viewpoint 
was more generously used they would find 
the Gardai good servants and prepared to 
give service as friends, .,

TRIALOF SALVAGE 
CORPS CHIEF.

EVIDENCE FOR - 
‘PROSECUTION. 


ES trial of Captain Brynmor Eric Miles 


(38), chief officer of the London 
Salvage Corps, began yesterday before 
Justice Hawke at the Old Bailey, 
London. It is expected to last a week. 

Captain Miles pleaded “: Not guilty ” to an 
indictment containing nine counts. 

Captain Miles is accused of having con- 
spired with Leopold Louis Harris to. pervert 
the due administration of justice, and with 
having between January, 1930, and Novem- 
ber 20th, 1932, conspired. with Harris and 
others to contravene the provisions of the 
Prevention of Corruption Act, 1906, and in 

ursuance of such conspiracy accepted £500 
ha Harris, and a guarantee by Harris of 
his account at the National Provincial Bank, 
Moorgate, up to £1,000. 

The Attorney-General, Sir Thomas Inskip, 
K.C., is appearing to prosecute for the 
Crown, leading Mr. Roland Oliver, K.C., 
who conducted the case at Bow street, and 
Mr. L. A. Byrne. Mr. 6. Temple Morris, 
M.P., is defending Captain Miles. 

In part, the Attorney-General’s openihg 
statement coveréd familiar ground; for it 
dealt with matters that were dealt with when 
Captain Miles appeared at Bow street. But 
there were points that were new; one néw 
point concerned a ‘‘ book of bribes.” 

Dealing with this the Attorney-General 
said that a Mr. Ralph,‘a rival fire assessor 
to Leopold Harris, saw Captain Miles and 
spoke of bribery. Ralph said that he could 
producé a book which he could borrow from 
a clerk named Richardson showing payments 
to members of the Salvags Corps in Harris's 
eee hahaa That book was never produced, 
Harris would tell the jury that Captain Miles 
warned him about it, and he sent Richardson 
out of London and destroyed the book while 
he was away. : 

Leopold Harris, now a convict in the Maid- 
stone Prison, went into the witness box late 
in the afternoon and began his evidence for 
the prosecution. He said that Captain Miles 
complained at their first talk of being left 
out in thé cold, and said that he might be 
prepared to be of assistance for a considera- 
tion. It was arranged that Captain Miles 
should call on Harris at his house on Sunday 
afternoon. 

At this stage the hearing was adjourned, 
and Harris will continue his evidence to-day.

ISLAND HOUNDS. 
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Sport with these hounds last week was 
most enjoyable, Monday and Friday being 
really good days and Wednesday a very fair 
day. Ón Monday, the 29th January, we met 
at The Island, and the dog hounds dis- 
tinguished themselves during a very long 
day's hunting by accounting for each of the 
five foxes they found. There was quite a 
large field out for this meet, including a 
number of visitors, who, one and all, earned 
great praise from the ‘‘natives’’ for the way 
they got across the country, and in their 
turn praised the local hirelings who brought 
them safely through to the end. We found 
at once in The Island, and went away first 
towards Garrybran, but, swinging back left- 
handed through The Island, we ran to Bally- 
duff, where 'our first fox was marked to 
ground. We next found in Garrybran and 
ran to Ballinahoun, where this fox got in. 
He was soon bolted, and hounds hunted on 
to Wells, where there was another. fox on 
foot; then back towards Ballinahoun before 
turning right-handed by Raheenaskeagh to 
Knockscaiolin, when he got in again, and 
was left. The next find was in Leigh's, from 
where we went away past the Rectory 
through Robinson’s to Killagowan, when 
scent, which had only been fair, . improved, 
and hounds ran fhst by-the Rat Hole nearly 
to Ballytarsna, ‘then left-handed through 
Garrybran and Balliinahoun to Raheenas- 
keagh, then left again past Robinson's and 
the Rectory back to Leigh’s. Without delay- 
ing there, they hunted over the road towards 
Dempsey’s bog, but, leaving it on the right, 
they ran on to Kyle, where this fox got to 
ground not far in front of hounds, after a 
really nice hunt of one hour and twenty 
minutes, While marking some hounds o ened 
on another fox. Thinking that it might be 
our hunted fox, who had bolted, no im- 
mediate steps were taken to sto them. After 
that all efforts were of no avail, and nearly 
the whole pack ran very fast through Garry- 
more and Courtclough to Ballyvoodock, then 
right-handed through Monarig to Bally- 
connigar and on to Moreton’s Hill to ground, 
This would have been the best hunt of the 
day, as, with a screaming scent, hounds ran 
very fast over a grand line of country, with 
a four-mile point. However, it was nearly 
dark and horses were pretty well stone cold. 

Hounds were eventually picked up at eight 
o'clock, and did not get back to kennels til! 
after ten. There was a lot of grief during 
the day, most riders hitting the ground at 
least once. Unfortunately, there was one 
bad accident, Miss Haughton, of Rockspring, 
losing her nice young horse, which she had 
trained herself, and who was turning ont 
so well, 

On Wednesday, at Scarawalsh, scent was 
never d. Our first find was in Kipeen, 
from where we had a sharp gallop to ground 
in the Sandpits at Marshalstown. A fox 
found in Ballinakill was hunted to Clare’s 
Hill, then sharp right-handed to Castle- 
dockerill. Following a short check here, the 
quarry ran back to Ballinakill, through the 
covert at once, and away through Tomadilly 
and past Marshalstown to Ballydaw, where 
he had to be left in the thick covert there. 
We found in Hollyfort in the evening, but 
scent was so bad that nothing could be done. 

On Friday the meet was at Clogh, and the 
dog hounds had another really hard day, but 
this time they had their reward in the even- 
ing. Scent was very poor in the morning, 
when hounds found in Errity’s Knock and ran 
to Collishal, then back to Churchtown and on 
to Errity’s and down towards Clogh, when 
scent failed completely. Our next find was in 
Ballyclough, from where we had a really nice 
hunt, scent improving the whole time. From 
Ballyclou ough hounds hunted through White- 
well, on through Swaine's Knock to 
Ballymore, then left-handed back to 
Swaine’s, another similar ring, and then away 
again from Swaine’s to Ballymore, where they 
swung left-handed to Ballyeden and on to 
Whitewell and back past Swaine’s to Knock-

TWO FAST HUNTS. 

The meet in Ashbourne village on Saturday 
was very well attended. The weather was 
mild and moist, and scent was excellent. A 
stag enlarged at Rathgate led hounds a merry 
gallop through Hammondstown and Cricks- 
town; and thence over ‘Crock Hill into the 
Black “Hills of Sutherland.

direct to Borranstown. The stag invaded the 
farmyard, and was taken after a fast forty 
Minutes without a check. 
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LOUTH HOUN DS. 


From the meet at bce on Wednesday, 
January 3lst, the home coverts at Staleen 
gorse were drawn blank; but we found at 
once in the gorse at Rosnaree. Hounds got 
away on top of their fox, and ran fast over 
the rand towards Cullen House ; then swin 
ing left-handed, they went on, with Rouge. 
grange on their left, over Donore Hill to 
the rocks at Curragubbin, where they lost, 
after a iast gallop of 45 minutes. There 
were a brace in Brierly, and the selected 
one was hunted up to the village of Duleek. 
Leaving this on their right, hounds ran over 
the Commons, and, swinging left-handed, 
then thnnted by Garballagh on to Thomas- 
town bog, where they were stopped: after 
another fast gallop of 40 minutes. 

On Saturday, February 3rd, the meet was 
at Mooretown. A fox was holloa’ed away 
from the covert the moment hounds were 
put in, and they ran fast by Braystown over 
the Kells-Collon road, to the foot of Mount 
Fortescue, where they marked to ground— 
a fast 20 minutes. Rathbran was blank. 
There were a brace in Footstown, and after 
some hunting in the covert. hounds got 
away with the second fox, and ran by 
Greater Foutstown and on past Mooretown, 
pointing for Drakestown. Here our fox 
jumped up out of a ditch in view of hounds, 
and they .ran verv fast through Rathbran 
and up over the hill as if for Grangegeeth ; 
then turning right-handed, they went on by 
Mount Fortescue, Braystown, and Greater 
Footstown back into Footstown covert. The 
time up to this was one hour rnd 30 
minutes, There was a fresh fox in the covert, 
but hounds stuck to the hunted one, and, 
pushing him ont, ran by Herrenstown, and 
leaving Parsonstown on their left, came hack 
by Davinstown to Footstown covert, where 
this good fox was unaccounted for, ‘after a 
great hunt of 2 hours 15 minutes, about 
15 miles of country being covered.

CHARGED. 


Four young men, aged from 19 to 21 years, 
were charged with offences ander the Fire- 
arms Act. They were :—Ernest Perrin, elec- 
trician, 7 Pembreke Gardens; Henry Cahill, 
motor mechanic, 21a Donnybrook road; John 
Duggan, 45 Belgrave square, Monkstown ; 
and ‘Thomas MacMahon, Brooklawn, Donny- 
brook, Dublin. 
Inspector P. Brennan charged Perrin and 
Duggan with the possession of a small eight- 
chamber revolver of the sports type. Perrin, 
Cahill and MacMahon were charged with the 
ossession of a six-chambered Smith and 
Vesson revolver of the British Army pattern. 
Perrin was also charged with purchasing the 
sports weapon from Duggan, and the latter 
was charged with selling it. Perrin and 
Cahill were charged with stealing the Smith 
and Wesson revolver from the drawer of a 
sewing machine in the house, 2 Brooklawn. 
Guard M. Dunphy (90E) stated that, with 
Guard Finnegan (156E), he arrested Perrin 
at Donnybrook, and found a small revolver 
in his inside pocket. Perrin said he had 
bought it from Duggan for 7s. 6d. 

Inspector Brennan read statements made 
bv all the accused men in turn. Duggan 
said he found the small weapon on the front 
at, Seapoint, and took it home as a curiosity. 
Perrin and Cahill stated that when visiting 
MacMahon’s house they saw the ‘Smith and 
Wesson revolver in a sewing machine drawer, 
On a later occasion Perrin took the revolver 
while alone in the room. Perrin then lent 
the revolver to Cahill, who gave it back to 
Thomas MacMahon on the latter paying 5s. 
due to him. 

When MacMahon was shown these state- 
ments in Donnybrook Station he went with 
Guard Keenan to his house and handed over 
the Smith and Wesson, which, he said, he 
found in a rabbit burrow. 

Mr. R. A. Burke, solicitor for Duggan, 
said that the weapon in connection with 
which his client was charged was only a toy, 
a kind of starter’s pistol, firing blank cart- 
ridge. 

Mr. McCarthy remarked that it looked a 
dangerous weapon, and he would not like to 
be at the wrong end of it. 5 
Duggan, in evidence, said he was satisfied 
that the weapon was a toy. After finding it 
he took it home, and then sold it to Perrin 
for 7s. 6d. 

Mr. Burke said that the sale took place 
quite openly. : 
Henry Cahill said he only kept the Smith 
and Wesson for a few days because 
MacMahon owed him 5s. 

MacMahon did not think the 5s. had any- 
thing to do with the matter, He found the 
gun and kept it out of curiosity. 
All four youths denied being members of 
any organisation. 

Inspector Brennan said that the charges 
were serious; but until this incident he had 
not heard of anything against the accused, 
all of whom belonged to respectable families. 
The small revolver was a firearm within the 
meaning of the Act, and required a permit, 
whilst the other was a formidable weapon in 
good working order.
